Mr. ABRASHA LOZOFF 
The death oecurred suddenly last Saturday. at the age of forty- 
eight, of Mr. Abrasha Lozoff, a well-known sculptor. He was born 
in Kareslov, Siberia, and at the age of seventeen left for New York. 
where he worked first as a furner and then as a jeweller. His early 
attempts at sculpture were carried out in a room fitted out as a 


studio behind his furrier’s shop. While in New York, Mr. Lozoff 


secured his first diploma at the local art school. After a period of 
residence at Montreal, he returned to Europe, where he travelled in 
Italy and France. Mr. Lozoff studied sculpture in Paris for three 
years under Professor Anton Bourdelle, though by that time he was 


much older than his fellow-students, a special concession being made 


in this respect on account of his undoubted abilities. For the past 
sixteen years, Mr. Lozoff had resided in London, where he married in 
1932. Force of circumstances compelled him to earn his hvelihood 


by various forms of interior decoration, but whenever the opportunity 


presented itself he continued his wood carving and sculpture, 
executing a number of busts, animal studies and sculptural groups in 
wood and stone. His great talents were not known as widely as they 
deserved. 


The funeral was at Edmonton Cemetery on Tuesday, and was 


attended by Messrs. A. A. Wolmark, Edward Good, J. Seres, J. Beach.

KELL, that is the charge. What is to be said to it, seeing that 
it assuredly raises a question which Jews, as practical men, 
ought to consider? In the first place, though it is not for me totake 
up the cudgels for Zionists, who are quite capable of replying for 
themselves, I would venture to point out that Zionist party 
politicians do not differ from any other party men, whose meetings 
ire very largely in the nature of protests against what the other 
cllows are saying and doing. Secondly, although the first impulse 
‘n the case of the German crisis was the admittedly natural one of 
propagating the protests of distinguished non-Jews, Jews in this 
ountry, at all events, did not forget to provide “the bare bones 
i the actual laws in force.” In the very early days of the German 
‘rouble, THe JEwisH CHRONICLE saw the advisability of such a step, 
ud printed provisions of those-laws in its columns. There may 
uave been a time-lag so far as Jewish organisations were concerned, 
bul actually the facts concerning the anti-Jewish laws have been 
collated by them and made available for distribution. Whether the 
ame was done by sister organisations in other countries—and it is 
only fair to say that it is of these alone that Dr. Parkes appeared to 
have been speaking—I do not know. If the imperative duty was 
neglected, at least the excuse may be advanced that they were 
perhaps too busy with the equally urgent work of dealing with the 
inrush of terrified and needy refugees. 


FURTHER, it is just to say that, as time has gone on, protest 

meetings have most distinctly “fallen into the background,” 
and given place to constructive efforts like those which the new 
German Appeal is designed to forward. The Jewish National 
liome is a triumphant proof that Jews do not merely protest. 
All these points, however, by the way. The real question at 
‘ssue is whether Jews also overdo their protests. And that raises 
at once another question—whether protests can be overdone in the 
Sense that they may, in the long run, do more harm than good. For 
my Own part, I would noi deny that a certain element of danger does 
exist. If the Greeks grew tired of bearing Aristides called “ just,” 
the moderns may grow weary of hearing the Jew called innocent. 
Before the Irish problem was settled, “ another injustice to Oirland”

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the peculiarities of human nature.

There have been rich people who have “ hated 
the poor.” And it is characteristic of others to grow impatient 
with constant complaint. It irks them and makes them highly 
uncomfortable. The problem for Jews, however, is to discover some 
chance of relief other than through complaint or protest. The mere 
recital of oppressive laws, and the dissemination of the codes far and 
wide are ineffective in the actual countries of persecution, where 
rigorous censorship may be imposed. In otber lands. their value 
may be, and is, diluted by considerations of diplomacy and high polics 
Apart from protests, indeed, the Jew is pretty nearly helpless. He

Fascists Jeer at “ Tipperary 


Disgraceful Scenes 


Another JEWISH (CHRONICLE representative Writes : 


The key-note of Sunday's march was sounded when © Tipperary 
was sung—and sung, to band accompaniment, as spiritedly as in War 
days. This patriotic spimt was greeted in Bethnal Green, one 1s 
sorry to report, by jeers, expressions of anti-Jewish hatred and 
by hundreds of raised arms and the shouting by men, women and 
children of “ We want Mosley,” “ Go back to your own country ” and 
anti-Semitic epithets. 

Crowded pavements in Stepney Green and the Mile End Road 
received the marchers enthusiastically and the residents in Globe Road, 
standing outside their houses and shops, showed a quiet interest in the 
demonstration. It was soon after the marchers entered Green Street 
that I first saw signs of hostility. A woman's response to the solicita- 
tion for funds by a man with a collecting box was: “ We want Mosley.” 
Further along Green Street were gathered a group of residents whe were 
obviously Fascist in their sympathies. From some of then came 
jeering remarks, and arms were held aslant, Nazi fashion. A few of 
the marchers were so angered that they left the ranks and some 
scuffing took place on the pavement. The part of the procession 
which had not passed this point was held up for two or three minutes. 

As the marchers approached the Park they encountered, in Old 
Ford Road, increasing signs of hostility; more and more arms were 
raised saluting Mosley, thrust forward from the high windows of houses 
as well as by people congregating on the roadsides. I saw women, 
whose shouting and raving, some with both arms raised, could only be 
described as hysterical. A short distance from the Park gates, the sight 
of a man with blood-covered face being held down on the ground by 
two policemen suggested that disorders had occurred at this point 
before the section with whom I was marching arrived. 

Some details of further disturbances were given to me by Mr. 
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C. T. Smith, General Secretary of the ex-Servicemen’s movement 
which organised the march. “A group of Fascists near the Park,”

“HAIL MOSLEY!" ON RUBBER MISSILE 


| Five men came before Mr. Herbert Metcalfe at Old Street Police 
Court. They were John Brown, fifty-one, hawker, of 221 Cable Street, 
Stepney; Richard Edwin Barber, eighteen, clerk, of 8, Milford Road, 
Southall; Arthur Louis Nagles, nineteen, aeronautical engineer, of 257, 
Fulham Road ; William James Prosser, twenty-two. baker. of 7, Have- 
lock Place, Green Street, Bethnal Green: and Frederick Ian Green, 
nineteen, radio engineer, of 13, Sunnyecroft Road, Southall. 

Brown was charged with using insulting words and behaviour, and 
assaulting P.C. Dan Lander, by kicking him on the left shin and biting 
his left hand. He pleaded not guilty to both charges. Mr. Waite- 
Brown, for the Commissioner of Police, said that as the procession 
reached the gates of the park a considerable number of British Union 
of Fascists assembled outside shouting Fascist slogans.

Prosecutor in Fear of Threats 
Asks for Name and Address to bz Withheld 


Alfred Enfield, twenty-three, clerk, of 18, Oakley Square, Somers 
Town, was charged at the North London Police Court on Monday with 
assaulting Albert Karfin, of lla, Highbury Quadrant, by striking him 
on the face with his fist at High Street, Stoke Newington, at 10.10 p.m. 
om Saturday, and assaulting Alfred Bach, by striking him on the mouth 
with his fist at Amhurst Park, Stamford Hull, at 9.30 p.m. He pleaded 
guilty to the first charge, and not guilty to the second. Inspector 
Robinson told the magistrate that the prosecutor in the second charge 
had asked for his name and address tobe withheld, because he had 
been threatened. P.C. Coffey, 557 N, stated that ‘at 10.10 p.m. on 
Saturday he was at the High Street with other officers when he saw a 
crowd of about thirty people, including the prisoner, walking towards 
Dalston. Several were wearing black shirts. The yong man (the 
prosecutor) was walking in the opposite direction holding a newspaper 
in his hand.

I.—LITHUANIA 
Echoes of Central Europe

The first phase from-1918 to 1925, when re-born 
thuania granted full rights to her Jews, crowning this with a 
wish cultural autonomy that could well serve as an example of 
ration to others. Between 1925 and 1935, Lithuanian statesmen 
i law-givers were busy undoing the good work that had been 
achieved previously ;.and since 1935 that process has been intensi- 
. Lithuanian Jewry has been deprived of almost al! the rights 
\. previously enjoyed, meets discrimination at every turn and suffers 
merciless attacks economically. Every day brings a fresh list of 
‘owish victims forced out of work and reduced to poverty and ruin. 
‘ince 1935, some 50,000 Jews have lost their jobs in the timber, 
corn, flax and other trades.

_Two factors are largely responsible for the ruin that is over- 
taking this Community: one is State Capitalism, the other the Co- 
©perative movement. Lithuania is an agricultural country. Her 
"ational wealth is in land and forests. Ninety per cent. of her total 
*xports are agricultural products. In the early years of her 
‘adependence, Jews used to carry on the export trade of the country, 
Sending out timber, corn, eggs, butter, flax and other products. But 
= te 95 percent. of all forests in Lithuania belong to the State. 

46 timber trade has been made a monoply from which Jews are 
rigidly excluded. Little better is their fate in the other export 
usinesses, Special State-subsidised and State-supervised co- 
®Peratives such as “ Pienocentras,” “Maistas,” and “ Lietykus,” 
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carry on the export of other products, controlling the trade in 
butter, eggs, flax, corn and other products. They buy direct from 
the peasants and organise the export of these | | 
thus eliminating Jewish traders. The same co-operatives also 
organise the sale to the peasants of industrial products such as 
agricultural machinery, sugar petrol and other goods, with the same 
effect. With some 2,000 branches all over Lithuania. these co 
operatives have deprived thousands of Jewish traders, exporters. 
artisans and shopkeepers of the means to live. The peasants, still 
not much infected by the anti-Jewish virus. hate the co-operatives 
and would rather deal with the Jews. who pay more and sell on 
better terms. But the Government compels the peasants to trade 
with the co-operatives

The “ Ort” has also opened 
an agricultural school where Jews—many of them from Germany— 
are taught farming. Nearly all who finish the “ Ort’ schools course 
are able to obtain jobs immediately. A good many have left for 
Biro-Bidjan which appears to be absorbing an ever increasing 
number of Lithuanian emigrants. 


A Good Use for Anti-Jewish Criticism 


From Mr. HENRY D. MYER 
To the Editor of Tur Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sin,Jdews to-day are constantly embarrassed by being told how 
others see them. Do we search these unasked-for criticisms for any 
truths or half-truths they may contain? Or, guessing their origin, do we 
dismiss them without further thought as Rishus ? 

To my mind, no Jew can afford to dismiss these criticisims in this 
way. Let us make a pre-Yomim-Noraim examination of ourselves and 
give practical and immediate cffect to the remedies it suggests. A com- 
munal Savonarola or Vaughan to-day (if we had one) would decry not onky 
the noisy ostentation which Dr, Hockman, in his recent letter in your 
columns, so rightly deplores and the love of luxury and materialism, bht 
the very dangerous habit of exclusiveness which is now foisting on us 
horrors such as “Jewish” tennis tournaments and other “Jewish ” social 
organisations and cvents. 

These by excluding non-Jews, though serving no religious purpose, 
rebuild the walls of the Ghetto. Even worse: with their interminable 
committees and “hot air” they divert the energies and leisure hours 
which in the years before the War were normally devoted to service in 
the Volunteers and, later, the Territorial Force and Ambulance detach- 
ments, from service of the public as a whole. 

A re-orientation is urgently necessary. . The satisfactory answer frém 
the “over-forties.”” to the famous war-time poster, “ What did you do in 
the Great War, Daddy?” is not enough. That is past, Our watchword 
to-day must be, “ Fear God. Serve the King.”

A Good Use for Anti-Jewish Criticism 


From Mr. HENRY D. MYER 


To the Editor of Tue Jewtsn Caronicie 
Sik,—Jews to-day are constantly embarrassed by being told how 
others: see them. Do we search these unasked-for criticisms for any 
truths or half-truths they may contain? Or, guessing their origin, do we 
dismiss them without further thought as Rishus? 

To my mind, no Jew can afford to dismiss these criticisims in this 
way. Let us make a pre-Yomim-Noraim examination of ourselves and 
give practical and immediate cffect to the remedies it suggests. A com- 
muval Savonarola or Vaughan to-day (if we had one) would decry not only 
the noisy ostentation which Dr. Hockman, in his recent letter in your 
columns, so rightly deplores and the love of luxury and materialism, but 
the very dangerous habit of exclusiveness which is now foisting on us 
horrors such as “Jewish” tennis tournaments and other “Jewish ” social 
organisations and events, 

These by excluding non-Jews, though serving no religious purpose, 
rebuild the wal!s of the Ghetto. Even worse: with their interminable 
committees and “hot air” they divert the energies and leisure hours 
which in the years before the War were normally devoted to service in 
the Volunteers and, later, the Territorial Force and Ambulance detach- 
ments, from service of the public as a whole. 


A re-orientation is urgently necessrry. The satisfactory answer frém 


the “over-forties " to the famous war-time poster, “ What did you do in 


the Great War, Daddy?” is not enough. That.is past. Our watchword 
to-day must be, “Fear God. Serve the King.”

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Appalling Laxity in Administration of Justice 
LITTLE SUPPORT FOR MILITARY FROM AUTHORITIES 
‘SOLDIERS ASKING FOR MARTIAL LAW 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


With a Judiciary that differs in its views from the executive 
branch of the Administration, and legal authorities lax in 


their 
ethods of prosecution, it looks as if the very ends of justice are 
going to be defeated in Palestine. 

Two Arabs were recently charged with shooting at members of 
ilis Majesty's Military Forces, an offence which, under the new 
“mergency Regulations, is punishable by death or life imprison- 

nt. At the trial, the Prosecutor, a young Arab lawyer in the 

‘torney General's Office, asked for an adjournment to obtain 
‘urther evidence. The Senior Puisne Judge, however, refused on 
the ground that the prosecution had had two months since the 
crime was committed in which to prepare their case, and added that 
the whole case showed a total lack of system on the part of those 
responsible for the prosecution, 

The two Arabs were acquitted of the graver offence of shooting 
at the troops, and were sentenced to seven vears’ imprisonment each 
or being in illegal possession of firearms and ammunition. 

In summing up, the Court of Criminal Assize remarked upon

with a view to mediating, and it was felt by the Arabs that he wag 
the man who would save the situation. 


It speedily became apparent, however, that a wide gulf existed 
between General Nuri Pasha’s moderate views and the intransigeang 


demands upon which the Arabs insisted. For Iraq has no duo-racial 


problem and, to judge by reports, Nuri Pasha was frankly nonplussed 
by the attitude locally adopted. Eventually he left Palestine for 
Amman and Alexandria, declaring that he would return only if a 
favourable reception were given his proposals.

American Senators in Palestine 
RECEIVED BY THE THREE COMMUNITIES 


The High Commissioner was host at a dinner at Government 
House last week end to three American Senators, Messrs. Cope land, 
Hastings and Austin, who are in Palestine making an unotticial survey 
of the situation. Other guests at the dinner were Dr. Arthur Ruppin, 
of the Jewish Agency. Executive, and Dr. Judah L. Magnes, 
President of the Hebrew University at Jerusalem. 

A reception was held the same afternoon at Mr. Shertok’s house, 
which was largely attended by the heads of the Jewish national 
institutions and of the cultural institutions of the Yishuv. The 
Senators were also given a reception by an Arab notable, Mr. George 
Antonius, who was formerly in the Secretariat of the Palestine Govern- 
ment and is now connected with an American international endowment, 
It was attended by several members of the Arab Higher Committee 
and by the London delegation, as well as a number of Arab lawyers. 

They visited the Tel-Aviv Municipality on Tuesday, and were 
welcomed by the Deputy-Mayor, Mr. Rokach, Mr. Nathan Karlan and 
representatives of the neighbouring settlements which were founded 
by American Zionists, including Herzlia, Raananah and Gan Yevne, 
They sailed from Haifa on Wednesday.

Naturally no one 
can oppose any attempt to discover a reasonable settlement of the 
Palestinian problem. 

‘But it is quite clear that the Pasha’s informal and unofficial 
mediation, though undertaken with the consent of the local authorities, 
does not and cannot bind the British Government, or even the Mandatory 
Administration, te any acceptance of the alleged terms.... 

“The Government of this country and their Administration in 
Palestine are faced by a challenge to civilised procedure which has 
taken the form of organised violence, unlimited in its scope and in 
its methods, and with more ambitious aims than the limitation of 
Jewish immigration or the prevention of sales of land to Jews. 

‘* To this challenge they cannot surrender without repudiating the 
spirit of the Mandate and encouraging the extreme elements to renew 
their violence with the object of extorting fresh concessions.’’ 

There is much to be said, considers THe Times, for the idea of 
dividing Palestine into Arab and Jewish areas in which sales of 
land to non-Arabs and non-Jews respectively would be forbidden. 
This would relieve the Arab’ peasant of his fear that he will be 
“squeezed out” by the influx ofJews. “Arab grievances, however, 
continues the leader, “ will be studied by the Royal Commission. 

‘They do not justifiy any abandonment of principle as regards Jewish 
immigration into Palestine, and upon the continuance of immigration the 
whole conception of the National Home depends. 

“Precedents are invoked for a reduction of the number of 
immigrants to a purely nominal and arbitrary figure for a stated 
period. The leaders of Zionism, who have exercised a remarkable 
control over their community, have naturally and vigorously 
resisted a proposal which invites them to justify the violence which 
they have suffered. This sacrifice cannot be imposed upon the Jews 
until or unless the Government have made it clear, not merely that 
the projected inquiry cannot touch the Mandate. biet that Jewish 
immigration is indispensable to ils discharge. 

“The Government have accepted the principle that Jews possess- 
ing the necessary qualifications have a right to settle in Palestine 
subject only to the absorptive capacity of that country, which in the 
nature of things cannot be constant from year to year. A great 
influx of Jewish capital into Palestine in the last year or two 
accounts for the increased immigration of Jews. It is unlikely in 
any case that it will be indefinitely maintained. But two things 
are to be remembered of it. First, that it is a measure of the 
persecution which the Jews are undergoing in Germany and else- 
where, and a measure therefore of the desperation with which this 
harried people now clings to the integrity of British undertakings. 
British resolution and good faith are upon public trial in the Middle 

Kast. Secondly, let it be remembered that Arabs have shared with 
Jews in the recent expansion of trade and settlement, and that 
Arab immigration has risen along with Jewish.” 


British Authority Set at Naught 


A Laughing-Stock to the Arabs 
AMNESTY CONFIDENTLY EXPECTED 


A letter from Professor Leon Roth, of the Jerusalem University 
in Monday's Times, gives an insight into the way in which British 
authority in Palestine is being made a mockery in the eyes of the 
Arabs—and the Jews.

‘‘Most observers agree that the reason for the sapping of public 
authority in this country is precisely this empty threatening. What the 
soldiers do in the train at Bettir is being done every day by men whose 
responsibility is graver and more extensive. We have been told time and 
time again in brave addresses on the local wireless that order is going to 
be maintained, if necessary, by force and still more force. The country 
is now full of troops, but anarchy persists; and that because the force 
available is not seriously used.’’ )

Dr. Weizmann’s Offer 


Will Meet Nuri Pasha 


IN PRESENCE OF BRITISH REPRESENTATIVES 


The Administrative Committee of the Jewish Agency met on 
‘Wednesday in London. This was due to the desire of Zionist leaders 
to be in close touch with developments in connection with the 
threatened suspension of Jewish immigration. 

The first session began on Wednesday morning at 10, at 77, Great 
Russell Street, and, considering the short notice to transfer the sittings 
from Switzerland, was well attended, nearly every country 
in which there are members of the Administrative Committee. being 
represented, including Germany writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE 
representative) 

The morning's meeting was presided over by. Professor Speyer; 
of Brussels, who is the Chairman of the Administrative Commiuttce. 
The meeting was devoted to the question of finance. Mr. E. Kaplan, 
of the Executive, delivered an address dealing with the effect of the 
Palestine disturbances on the financial and economic position. He 
stressed that the financial activities of the Keren Hayesod had to 
continue unabated. In addition to the ordinary budget, there must 
also now be an extraordinary budget for Bitachon security of hie 
and property—and Bitzaron—the strengthening of the economic 
position. Mr. Kaplan pointed out that there were many hundreds o! 
farmlies who needed help 6.000 or 7,000 m Jafia, for example had 
been rendered homeless because they had to crest awity from the 
scenes of the disturbances. 

I learn that Mr. Kaplan informed the meeting that the Govern- 
ment had at last agreed to appoint 2? S00 extra Jewish Polece and 1.200 
men to act in the capacity oe Sper ial Constables.”

No formal resolution the mecting. but il Finance

The session ended at one o'clock 

On resuming at 3.30 in the afternoon, also under the Chairman 
ship ot Protessor Speyer, the meeting was addressed by Lr. Chaun 
Weizmann on the political situation. Dr. Weizmann spoke for an 
hour and, according to my information. he made the nportant state 
ment that he had intimated to the Colonial Secretary, Mr. Ormsby- 
Gore, that he was prepared to go at the shortest notice to Palestine in 
order to meet the Foreign secretary ot Iraq and other Arab representa- 
tives in the presence of the Brifish representatives. 

Dr. Weizmann’s speech, I gather, was not an optimistic oné with 
regard to possible action by the British Government, but it ended on a 
mote of optunism with regard to the confidence of Jewry and its trust 
in the right of its historie destiny in Palestine. “The Balfour Declara- 
tion,” he said, “may be shaken, but the promise made-by God to 
‘Abraham stands.” 

After Dr. Weizmann’s address. the Chairman moved a resolution 
of confidence in, and gratitude to, Dr. Weizmann and the other leaders 
of the Agency for their work in the present crisis. The resolution was 
carried unanimously. 

I am told that among the questions asked in the course of the 
discussion were : 


1. Did the leading article in Tue Times of Tuesday ahd the letter 
from Lord Lugard in Wednesday’s issue of that paper in some measure 
represent the attitude of the Government? 


2. Did not the Government understand that the real intention of 
the Arabs was not so much to work against the Jews as to overthrow 
the British Administration in Palestine and to have Arab independence ? 

3. What value could they attach to the words of 
about Palestine if he glorified Hitler every wee 
to shake hands with Hitler?

Armitage, Vicar of St. Leonard's, Bootle, who on more than one 
occasion has attracted attention by his anti-Jewish outbursts, 
addressed a well-attended gathering on “The International Jew.” 
This address follows upon a lecture delivered in the same church last 
week by Professor J. Garstang, the noted archwologist, on the “Arab 
Rebellion in Palestine,” during which the Professor, appealing tor 
“fair play ” for the Arabs, made incorrect and misleading statements 
regarding Zionist policy and the position of the Palestine Arab The 
Rev. Mr. Armitage, incidentally, quoted the fact that side by side with 
uu report of this lecture that appeared later in the BoorT.i TIMES was a 
reply to Professor Garstang by “ Zionist.” as an instance of the alleged 
influence that the Jew is garung in this countrs 

Mr. Armitage began his onslaught by declaring that Jews were 
desecrating the Lord’s Day. There was trouble in the world to-day, 
he said, as great as it had ever known in its history. How did it 
originate? Wherever one turned, one found ideals expressed by men 
against the Christian faith. There was one type of mind that was 
responsible more than any other for such revolutionary ideas, It 
was the mind of the “international Jew.” 


THE STREICHER TOUCH 

Judaism had neglected the teachings of the Old Testament and 
had embraced the teachings of the Talmud, and it was the Talmud 
which was largely responsible for the anti-social tendencies of the 
modern Jew, Mr. Armitage continued. For 300 years, the Jews had 
been allowed to live free, in peace and unmolested in this country 
They had enjoyed every nght and privilege and had held the Inghest 
offices in the land. But this had done nothing to moderate then 
opposition to the Christian faith. It was astonishing to learn some 
of the things that were taught to yvoung Jews and old Jews, and to 
learn also of the things that were said in those publications, printed 
in Hebrew characters, which were for Jews only. During the past 
150 years, said Mr. Armitage, the Jews had played a prominent part 
in every revolution. He then reverted to the tume-honoured practice 
of reading quotations from THe Jewish CHRONICLE and other Jewish 
papers, as well as the writings of Dr. Angelo Rappaport and Dr. 
Weizmann, which, torn from their context, purported to prove that 
the Jews themselves, on their own admissions, entertained world 
revolutionary ideals. 

In reply to a question by a Jewish member of the audience at 
the end of the service, whether, in consonance with the- principles 
of British fair play, Mr. Armitage would at future date 
permit a Jewish speaker to reply to his address from his pulpit, the 
Vicar rephed: “No.” Later, he said that if the questioner cared to 
put the suggestion into writing, the matter would have his considera- 
tion, Replying to a second Jewish member of his audience, Mr. 
Armitage said that he knew quite well that there had been many 
patriotic Jews who had laid down their lives for this country and 
others who had distinguished themselves nobly in defence of this 
country. England was. and always had been, very grateful to such 
men, and it was not to such that he had referred in his address. His 
remarks, he declared, apphed only to the “international Jew.”

While it is true that business has remained of somewhat restricted 
proportions during the holiday season, a customary development, 
stock markets have not been without many interesting features. 
Industrial issues are still taken off the market and in many instances 
supplies are limited. Consequently any sudden buying force usually 
has an immediate effect on market values. If the autumn “ boomlet 
materialises, therefore, better levels can be anticipated. That 1s why 
genuine holders of sound industrial issues are retaining their holdings 
despite tempting profits. The investment markets are also receiving 
consistent support. The advance in prices for British Funds 1s 
persistent. It is possible that home corporations will soon take the 
opportunity to raise further capital for development purposes and to 
redeem or convert high interest bearing loans. A certain amount ot 
interest attaches to the mining sections, but the Western Rand pro- 
positions are now suffering from a bout of profit-taking, Onl shares 
retain a good following, and while consumption is on the upgrade, the 
outlook for the distributing companies is bright.
